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Sehumann “ Company, Leipzig, has received a new contract for blest furnace 
equipment destined for industrial plants in the USSR, Among the parts are 
forty blast valves (Hochofergebliceashieber) with an internal disneter of 
1,100 mm, each weighing approximately 1,000 ke. Casts for these valves 
are on hend, but the raw material supply is causing the firm ereat dife 
ficulties.* The firm requires 140 tons of cast steel monthly and receives 
only 60, of which 40 tons are needed for reparations deliveries alone. 

The new order calis for delivery, by 15 February, of twelve wind blast 
pipes, twelve gas burners, and twenty-five dictributors, 


a, Germania, Chennits, also has received an order to deliver blast furnaces 
to Russia3 the total value of these furnaces is approximately tvelve 
million marks. These will be chiefly hot blast stoves. 


b. Polysius, Dessau, is to produce the measuring apparetus for the blast 
furnaces. Thirteen have been ordered, to be delivered at the rate 
of three per month, February through Ney 1949. Capacity varies from 
3,000 to 30,000 cu, neter/hr.
